Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant clarified the nature of elected markers in Haplogroup II as 
shown in their color copy of Figure 4. Applicants were appraised that further amendments including the identification of 
specific SEQ ID NOS and definition of particular positions on the Y chromosome for their claimed SNPs would be 
required to aid in overcoming the Written Description rejection. Furthermore, it was suggested that if novel SNPs do 
exist as a part of their invention, these SNPs should be used to anchor their claims in an attempt to obtain greater 
breadth of coverage to several haplogroups. Applicants were also reminded that any future amedments requiring 
further search and consideration would not be entered, as prosecution is at the after-final stage . 
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
